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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 6-15 are presently pending in the application. Claim 5 has been cancelled 
by this amendment, and new claims 12-15 have been added. Claims 1, 8, 10, 12 and 13 are in 
independent form. Claims 9 and 11 were indicated as allowable. Claims 14 and 15 now 
correspond to claims 9 and 1 1 respectively. 

The specification has been amended to overcome the objection and address a few typos. 

Claim 4 has been amended to overcome the §1 12 rejection. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 5. Accordingly, the 
rejections of claims 1-4 and 6 under §102(b) are moot. 

Claim 5 was rejected under §103 over either Hayami or Kuhn in view of Kozyra. The 
base references lack the claimed bearing hub assembly with attachment features. The Examiner 
argues that one of ordinary skill would modify the base reference to provide the bearing hub 
assembly of Kozyra "to include brake attachment features in order to protect the vehicle and 
occupants by enabling the vehicle to brake." First, the Examiner appeal's to be arguing one of 
ordinary skill would modify the base reference patents, which are owned by Chrysler and 
Toyota, because they would understand that these car manufacturers build their vehicles without 
brakes. The motivation for modifying the base reference, as currently stated, cannot stand. 

Second, the references must provide motivation to modify the structure in the base 
references to provide the brake attachment features on the bearing hub assembly specifically . 
Nothing in the cited references would suggest this claimed arrangement. That is, brake 
attachment features could be provided in any number of ways in the base references. One of

ordinary skill could only speculate how, given the limited teachings of the references. 

Nonetheless, the particular way claimed by Applicant is not suggested by the references. 

Third, Kozyra does not even provide the limitations missing in the base reference. 

Kozyra teaches a bearing hub assembly 14 shown in Figure 1. The bearing hub assembly 14 

does not provide brake attachment features, which are instead provided by torque plate 24 (sec 

column 2, lines 40-51). Accordingly, the argued combination still fails to teach the claimed 

bearing hub assembly, which provides the brake attachment features for supporting a brake 

caliper. 

Claim 8 is similar to original claim 9, except that it does not recite the common strut 
cylinders, knuckles or bearing hub assemblies. Applicant believes that these limitations are not 
required for patentability. Claim 9 additionally recites the common bearing hub assemblies, and 
claim 14 adds the common strut cylinders and knuckles. Similarly, claim 10 corresponds to 
original claim U, except amended claim 10 does not recite the common strut cylinders, knuckles 
or lower suspension members. Claim 1 1 recites the common lower suspension members, and 
claim 15 adds the common strut cylinders and knuckles. Again, claims 14 and 15 correspond to 
originally allowed claims 9 and 11. 

Claims 12 and 13 correspond to amended claims 8 and 10, respectively, except claim 12 
now recites the bearing hub assembly instead of the lower suspension member and claim 13 
recites the lower suspension member instead of the bearing hub assembly.
